You are. right, we made an error. The 
SawSmith uses the friction of the belt 
drive to stop the spinning blade. The 
DeWalt has an electro-magnetic setup 
that actuates a brake when the key- 
switch is turned off.

Are there such things as lefthand 
portable circular saws? I am left- 
handed, and when I use a portable 
saw it throws sawdust in my face. 
This might seem humorous, but it is 
not to me and other left-handed 
craftsmen.

IN recent years new materials, and 
new techniques for applying older 
materials, have brought the price of 
swimming pools within the budget of 
almost every family. No more ex- 
pensive than a second car, nor a lake 
cottage that may require hours of 
driving to reach, a back yard pool 
can provide almost year-around 



pleasure. All summer— part of spring 
and fall, too, if the pool is heated — 
there is the healthful fun of swim- 
ming. In winter many types of swim- 
ming pools can be used for ice 
skating. (Swimming pools no longer 
are emptied during winter, the 
weight of the water assuring that the 
pool stays in place. An empty pool

actually may pop up out of the 
ground a foot or two under the pres- 
sures of freezing earth or a rising 
water table.) 

If you would like a swimming pool, 
but are not sure that you will live 
in your present home long enough to 
get full value from it, the answer is 
an above-ground pool that can be dis- 
assembled and moved. These above- 
ground pools are not small by any 
standard. Doughboy, pioneer in the 
field of this type pool, makes the 
"Silver Sea," Figs. 6, 9 and 10, that 
is 22 ft. in diameter and 4 ft. deep. 
Their "Silver Ocean," Figs. 7 and 8, 
is 28 ft. in diameter, 4 ft. deep, with 
an 8-ft.-deep hopper in one portion 
that permits diving. In Fig. 11 is 
shown the manner in which the 
Doughboy pools are assembled, and 
a cross section of the hopper in the 
"Silver Ocean." The hopper requires 
a 4-ft,-deep excavation that is lined 
with sand to support the vinyl- 
impregnated nylon liner. 

Of similar construction is the 
"Million-Air" pool. Fig. 19. which is 
24 ft. in diameter and 4 ft. deep. This 
pool is manufactured by the U. S. 
Fiber and Plastics Corp. The vinyl 
liners of these above -ground -type 
pools usually are guaranteed for 
about five years, and can be expected 
to last 10 or more years when prop- 
erly maintained. The liners can be 
cut or punctured, but are patched 
easily. Some types of patches even 
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3. Dry-mix concrete is troweled over steel mesh, 
forced tightly against lower edges of walls. Skill 
is required for this job. 



liner is smoothed into place. A finish 
coping and protection for the liner 
above the water line is installed, then 
any desired patio. This is a 16 x 32- 
ft. pool. A contractor-installed ver- 
sion of the Buster Crabbe pool is 
called the "instant pool," and is put 
in the ground, ready in one day. 

The cover photograph and Figs. 1 
through 5 are of the "Swim Queen" 
pool, a contractor-built type that 
combines both old and new mate- 
rials. After the excavation is made 
a ribbed-fiber-glass wall is installed, 
Fig. 2. (Protective paper is lett on 
until the pool is completed.) Next, 
the pool bottom is shaped in the earth 
and steel mesh is positioned over the 
bottom. A fairly dry mix of concrete

can be applied under water, elimi- 
nating the need for draining water 
from the pool. Almost any accessory 
available for an in-the-ground pool 
can be purchased for the above- 
ground type; ladders, diving boards, 
lights, etc., as well as platforms on 
supports that are positioned level 
with the top edge of the pool. One of 
the most appealing features of a pool, 
such as the Doughboy, is the safety 
factor. When the ladder or platform 
is moved away, it is almost impossi- 
ble for a youngster or toddler to get 
into the pool. 

While we have been referring to 
the "Silver Sea," "Silver Ocean" and 
"Million-Air" pools as above-ground 
types, they also can be installed be- 
low ground. One interesting method 
of installation is to cut a shelf into 
the side of a hill and install the pool 
so that about half the pool appears 
to be below ground, the other half 
above. A patio can be built around 
the pool and landscaping can further 
add to the beauty. 

If you are a do-it-yourselfer, but 
would prefer an in-the-ground pool 
at reasonable cost, the "Buster 
Crabbe" pool, Figs. 15 and 16, might 
be your choice. A kit, that includes 
even a pump and filter, is sold as 
a package that you can install your- 
self, or have a contractor put in the 
ground. The required excavation 
should be done with power equip- 
ment. The rest of the work can be 
done with the aid of a friend or two 
who later will be paid with swimming 
time. The walls of the pool are spe- 
cially treated redwood, the bottom of 
the pool is shaped according to a 
drawing, then a vinyl liner is in- 
stalled. As the pool is filled, the

If fiber glass intrigues you, the 
"Lancer" swimming pool. Fig. 17, 
might be your choice. These are one- 
piece units molded of reinforced fiber 
glass. The manufacturer states defi- 
nitely that these are not do-it-yourself 
pools, because the large size of the 
units make them extremely difficult 
to handle and to install properly. 
"Fabulous Fiberglass" swimming 
pools. Figs. 12. 13 and 14, by Chance 
and Associates have been owner-in- 
stalled in many instances, and quite 
successfully. These pools are avail- 
able in a variety of sizes and consist 
of sections that are bolted together 
with the joints sealed with fiber glass 
cloth and resin.

have been successfully installed by 
homeowners, it must be emphasized 
that the job requires patience and 
time. Manufacturer's instructions 
must be followed absolutely and the 
pool shell must be leveled and sup- 
ported as specified. Improper instal- 
lation could mean a complete failure, 
or, at the least, a pool that appeared 
constantly to be tipping, because the 
water line and top of the pool are 
not parallel. Fiber glass, along with 
vinyl, has a smooth surface that is 
cleaned easily and on which algae 
does not readily cling. 

Another contractor-built pool is the 
'"Blue-Lake" by Landon of Califor- 
nia, Fig. 20. On the West Coast, Lan- 
don builds the pools, in other areas, 
franchised dealers handle pool instal- 
lations. Depending on the location, 
type of soil, etc., the Landon pool 
may be poured concrete, "gunite" 
(concrete is sprayed from large guns 
over steel mesh that is fitted in an 
excavation shaped to suit) or a com- 
bination of the two. Usually, in the 
latter case, the floor is poured con- 
crete and the walls are gunited. The 
advantages of gunite are that no

Steel reinforc- 
ing rods are allowed to project up 
from the footing and mortarless con- 
crete blocks then are stacked up on 
the footings around the rods.

When the blocks are stacked the full 
height of the pool wall, nuts and 
plates are fitted over the threaded 
steel reinforcing rods and tightened 
down to "pre-stress" the wall. Fig. 
25. The wall cavity then is poured full 
of concrete. When it has set, the nuts 
and clamping plates are removed 
and the rods bent down to tie in with 
the poured-concrete patio around the 
pool to assure maximum strength. 

With any swimming pool, a filter 
is an absolute necessity to keep the

Fig. 26, is ideal to help you watch 
your own toddlers. Any object enter- 
ing the water causes a pressure on 
the sending unit at the bottom of the 
pool and an alarm sounds. Along 
with safety, health is important. 
"Swimming-Pool Granuloma" is the 
name given infections that occur in 
skin abrasions resulting from contact 
with rough surfaces of a swimming 
pool. Organisms in the pool water 
and on the surfaces of the walls of 
the pool cause the infections. No 
specific prevention of the infections 
has been determined, so maintaining 
smooth, non-abrasive surfaces in a 
pool seems to be the best method of 
avoiding the problem. 

Having your own pool is fun, but 
does entail monthly expenses for 
maintenance, requires that you carry 
liability insurance and your friends 
may drive you crazy wanting to use 
it all the time. It is necessary to 
set up rules and schedules so that 
you and your family can have fun, 
while keeping friends and neighbors 
in courteous restraint. But for sheer 
fun, health and a way of keeping fit 
a swimming pool is hard to beat.

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gravel and the wooden cover is placed 
over it. Should you wish to leave the 
lights out in all kinds of weather, 
however, it is recommended that 
waterproof wiring, receptacles and 
lamps be used. A short extension then 
can be run from each light to be con- 
nected to a heavy-duty extension 
cord or outside receptacle. 

After making the full-size patterns, 
trace the parts on the wood and cut 
them out. Cleat together the side and 
end boards, then join these units to- 
gether, using roundhead brass 
screws. Pieces for the top are joined 
with corrugated fasteners, then the 
top is screwed to the top edges of the 
light box with screws. To attach the 
handle, drive screws through the top 
from underneath. Here again you 
might want to change the design. The 
lights are handy informal seats if 
the handles are not used. For the 
same reason, you may want to elimi- 
nate the cutouts in the top of each 
light. The lights are large enough so 
there should be no problem of over- 
heating from the lamps. A A

sparkling in the dark like the minia- 
ture homes of druids or fairies, these 
lights will lend enchantment to any 
yard or garden. They can be placed 
to light a path, to illuminate special 
plant groups or to provide a soft 
touch of light on a patio. Heartwood 
redwood stock is recommended for 
the lights, as this wood is highly 
weather-resistant. Other types of 
lumber can be used if treated with 
wood preservative. 

To begin the project, first make 
full-size patterns, using the dimen- 
sions shown. You may want to make 
several of both of the two styles 
shown, or perhaps one style will ap- 
peal to you more than the other. Also 
keep in mind that the shapes of the 
cutouts can be changed to suit any 
individual taste. In the latter case 
you might want to make several of 
the lights, each with a different style 
of cutout. No wiring is required for 
the lights as originally designed, 
each being illuminated by means of 
a heavy-duty extension cord. The

adding A waterfall with its musical 
splashing to your yard or garden 
brings the beauty of sound, as well 
as sight, to your landscaping. When 
the waterfall drops into a pool that 
appears to have been lifted intact 
from some corner of a forest you 
have an area that creates a relaxing 
mood night or day. 

Bill Jory, landscape architect of 
Castro Valley, Calif., designed and 
built the pool and waterfall shown in 
this article. You can build a similar 
pool, using rocks and plants native to 
your region, rather than the lava 
stones and California plants used for 
the original. Fiber-glass cloth and 
resin are used to make a watertight 
pool shell, and to bind the stones to- 
gether for the waterfall. The clay 
tile projecting from the pool houses 
a water shut-off valve, and could not 
be moved, so the cloth and resin were 
sealed to it. A fern was used to shield 
the tile from view in the finished 
pool. Not visible is the pump that re- 
circulates the water, making it nec- 
essary to add only the water lost by 
evaporation. Recommended are 
pumps such as the one shown in Fig. 
9, manufactured by the Little Giant 
Pump Co., 3810 N. Tulsa, P.O. Box 
9545, Oklahoma City 18, Okla. If fish 
are kept in the pool, the water can be 
pumped through a filter before it is 
recirculated. If you wish to use rocks 
to cover the bottom of the pool, they 
must be forced firmly into the still- 
wet resin when applying the cloth 
over the sand. Fiber-glass cloth and 
resins can be obtained from Taylor 
and Art Plastics, 1710 E. 12th St., 
Oakland 6, Calif., who will soon mar- 
ket a kit for building a pool. A A

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Folding Beach Shelter 
And Seat

THIS EASY-TO-MAKE beach shelter can be folded into 
two compact bundles for transporting, and when set up 
provides generous shelter from sun and wind for several 
people. The 'folding seat consists simply of two pieces of 
plywood hinged together and positioned at right angles, 
when open, by two canvas straps. The sides of the shel- 
ter fold like a buggy top, the members of each side being 
secured to a steel plate with ',4-in. carriage bolts. A 
steel pin is set into the upper end of each of the side 
(imembers, over which is fitted a crossbeam. The beams 
are slipped into hems in the awning cloth of which the 
top is made. To disassemble the shelter, the crossbeams 
are lifted off the pins in the side members, and the top 
is rolled around the beams and secured with guy ropes 
used to hold the front cross members upright. The two 
side members are closed fan-wise and secured with the 
guy ropes that are used to anchor the rear corners of 
the -shelter to two stakes. Four stakes are required for 
anchoring the shelter, each stake being I. -shape 10 in. 
long and cut from hardwood. The folding seats are an 
ideal accessory for the shelter, providing good back 
support. Exterior-grade %-in. plywood is used for the 
seats, and the hinges are brass to be weather-resistant. 
Hand grips cut into the seat members permit easy car- 
rying. Several of the scats should be made and kept 
in the trunk of the car to be used on picnics and outings, 
as well as at the beach. When fitted with cushions, the 
folding units are comfortable TV-viewing seats. A A

once the form is made, you can cast any number of 
these attractive oriental-design planters. Material cost 
is low, and you can make a good profit selling the 
planters. Sides of the form are secured with scaffold 
nails (the type with a double head) so the form can be 
disassembled quickly when the concrete has set. The 
"Chippendale" motif is formed with pieces of Vfe-in. 
hardboard cut in the pattern shown on the squared 
drawing. The patterns are cut four at once with a jig 
or band saw so they are identical. Note that projecting 
nails or screws inside the core form permit its easy 
removal. The concrete mix should be one part Portland 
cement, two parts sharp, dry sand and two parts small- 
pea gravel with water to produce a "mushy," not 
"runny" consistency. Pour the bottom first, tamping 
well around the tapered dowels. The four center dowels 
form drain holes, the four corner dowels make holes to 
receive the rods from the "feet." A A

many pleasant days and evenings can 
be spent in this screen house, pro- 
tected from insects, sun and rain. 
Two adults can move the house when 
it is set up, and for storage it is dis- 
assembled and stowed flat against 
the wall of the garage or in a corner 
of the basement. 

Power tools are not required, but, 
as with any job. will save time and 
labor. The framework is assembled 
with corrugated fasteners where in- 
dicated, and reinforced with plywood 
gussets. Diagonal braces are not nec- 
essary, as the screening makes a 
rigid structure. Assemble the frames 
on a flat surface, such as a garage 
floor, and paint them before install- 
ing the screening. The edges of the

screening are covered with molding, 
mitered at the corners.

Screening, which can be metal, fiber 
glass or plastic, overlaps the framing 
about % in., is stapled on two edges, 
then pulled tight and the other edges 
stapled. The end and side walls of 
the screen house are drawn snugly 
together by turning the eyes, which 
receive the hooks, in or out as re- 
quired. Striped awning material is 
fastened at the eaves by fitting grom- 
mets in the cloth over roundhead 
screws driven into the sides of the 
upper frame members.

some foods require long, slow grilling to bring out the 
most in flavor, other items, such as eggs, require quicker 
heating. Most barbecue grills are not adjustable, or have 
just one or two positions in which they can be placed; 
usually too close or too far from the fire. The grill 
described in this article can be cranked up or down as 
necessary to suit various foods, and to accommodate 
fires of various sizes. The grill consists of %-in. steel 
rounds fitted in drilled flats. The ends of the rods are 
held in place by steel angles that are held by nuts on 
pre-threaded steel rod (called Redi-Bolt, available at 
most hardware stores). Woven-steel picture wire is used 
for "cable" that is threaded through two swivel-eye 
pulleys, and from the crank to the grill. When installing 
the wire, lower the grill to the lowest required position, 
block it level, then attach the wires. Pull the wires to 
equal tension so the grill will raise and lower smoothly 
and level. To hold the crank at any level, insert an 
L-shape bolt or length of steel rod through holes drilled 
in the crank support so the crank bears against it. A A

minimum 3 in. long. These fit the 
dust hood under the saw table. The 
baffle B is positioned about Vb of 
the distance from the top of the hood. 
In the circled area of the drawing, 
the V4 x 1-in. notch is for the power 
cable. Mr. Love's dust hood was built 
from the box in which the saw was 
packed. His design has a vertical 
partition and the one side of the dust 
hood is used for hanging saw blades, 
wrenches and other accessories. Mr. 
Love states that it was from the bot- 
tom portion of the packing crate that 
he built his dust hood. 

When using either type of dust 
hood, be sure to turn the right-angle 
hose elbow toward the back of the 
saw — toward the dust hood — when 
ripping. Also, lower the guard so it 
just clears the work. A A

Kit-Assembled 
Water Softener 



recognizing that do-it-yourself ers 
have no trouble installing plumbing. 
Associated Water Industries of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., now offer a water softener 
in kit form for a homeowner to as- 
semble and install himself, Fig. 1. 
The kit is complete. Fig. 2, including 
even a bag of salt for the first regen- 
eration. (No regeneration is required 
when the unit is first installed.) The 
semi-automatic model we installed 
includes a timer clock that controls 
regeneration. In Fig. 2 the timer- 
valve assembly already is on the 
tank. Each part of the softener is 
labeled clearly, Fig. 3, so there is no 
chance of error in assembly. A stick 
of pipe-joint compound is included. 

Following instructions we quickly 
assembled the softener. Fig. 4, then 
positioned and levelled it. Because we 
did not want to waste softened water 
for such things as watering the lawn, 
we put a by-pass in our piping. Fig. 5, 
with a valve that normally is closed. 
The valves at the water softener are 
open. As shown in the drawing, re- 
versing the condition of the valves 
permits running untreated water 
straight through the system. 

A call to the city engineer gave us 
the information that our water had

DRIVEWAY 



what can BE done to an asphalt driveway to keep it in 
good condition, and how do you repair one that has begun 
to deteriorate? Checking with the Bitucote Co. we were 
interested to learn that maintenance for an asphalt drive 
should begin immediately after it is installed, by coating 
it with a sealer. The sealer protects the asphalt from 
weathering and prevents loss of the binder in the ma- 
terial. Sealer then should be applied every year to keep 
the drive in top condition. If you tinker with cars on the 
drive, another type sealer, one that is impervious to 
gasoline and oil, should be applied in the area where you 
will work. "Tarfex" is the trade name of the latter prod- 
uct manufactured by the Bitucote Co. This sealer con- 
tains fibers and very fine sand. It provides a mildly 
abrasive surface, which makes it ideal on driveways 
that are on inclines where they may become slippery 
when wet, or where a drive is used as a basketball court. 

Where an asphalt drive is several years old and in 
need of repair, a homeowner can fill holes in the surface 
with cold-mix asphalt, such as manufactured by the 
Sakrete Co. On the drive where we tested the materials 
a section had broken away during the winter. We staked 
a board along the drive, after cleaning away dirt and 
debris, then shoveled in Sakrete asphalt mix and tamped 
it firmly. The following week we applied sealer right 
over the patch, and it blended in with the rest of the 
surface so it can hardly be noticed. 

The first, and most important, step in applying sealer 
is to use a garden hose at full pressure to wash the sur-

face of the asphalt. It is amazing how much dirt can be 
washed from the roughened surface of a weathered as- 
phalt surface. Sealer must be applied in dry weather at 
a temperature of 70 deg. or higher. The area to be sealed 
is moistened by spraying with water, then an ordinary 
straw broom is used to brush on the sealer, much in the 
manner of applying paint. After completely sealing the 
drive, Tarfex was applied to an area outside the garage 
door. A squeegee is used to apply this material, which 
is fairly thick. It dries to a dull finish, the sealer dries 
to a glossy black. The drive now is protected against 
weather all over, outside the garage it is resistant to 
gasoline and oil and the appearance of the gleaming 
black surface really dresses up the yard. A A

1. Lay out patterns for ends and 
handle on light cardboard, and cut 
templates. Trace around these to the 
lumber; any well-seasoned %-in. solid 
stock will do. Measure the two trough 
members directly on the lumber; 
saw out, and square up. 

2. Sand smooth and mark positions 
of joining pieces. Bore shank and 
countersink holes for screws. 

3. Assemble the pieces with glue 



and screws. Cover heads on side 
members with wood filler, and sand 
smooth for finishing. 

4. Brush on and wipe off a brown 
stain to impart a soft tone to the 
wood. Let this dry thoroughly. 

5. First, trace the painting design 
full-size on white bond paper. Next, 
blacken the back with a very soft 
lead pencil to act as carbon paper; 
tape down, and trace through to the 
wood. Give the piece a thinned all- 
over coat of spar varnish to provide 
a filler. Sand lightly, and decorate 
with enamels. Be sure to let one 
color dry before another is painted 
over it. Finish up with a second coat 
of varnish. When this is dry. apply a 
coat of good quality paste wax. A A 
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Painting design shown in ',Vin. squares with numbers and letters in 
the margin to help locate positions where parts of the design intersect 
graph lines. These points when located and connected freehand produce 
an accurate pattern.

starting with a few lamps made 
from cypress knees, "because he 
wanted to make something of them," 
Jules Gottl of Independence, Mo. has 
built a business of manufacturing 
and selling cypress-knee lamps in 
every form from kits that the buyer 
can assemble himself. Fig. 2, to the 
finished lamp. Fig. 1. The kit, of 
most interest to workbench readers, 
consists of all necessary parts except 
the shade, as in Fig. 2. There is a 
choice of three types of base; one is 
a section sawed from a large cypress

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knee, another is cut from hardwood 
and the third type is a piece of 
polished marble. There are over a 
dozen colors of marble available, and 
each piece is selected, cut, drilled 
and polished by Mr. Gottl, Fig. 6. As 
was intended, the lamp kits are fine 
projects for clubs and other social 
groups looking for ways to make 
money in a creative manner. The 
cypress-knee lamp columns are 
cleaned of bark and smooth, but re- 
quire hand finishing. Fig. 3, to bring 
out the glowing, reddish-brown sheen 
that makes the lamp column a thing 
of beauty. Shades are not furnished 
with the kits, because it would be an 
almost impossible task to stock a 
selection that would meet every pos- 
sible choice. Organizations that as- 
semble the lamps can sell them with- 
out shades, or might supply shades 
on special order. Of the three bases, 
the cypress-knee section and hard- 
wood are the least expensive, the 
marble the most costly. The latter 
base is fairly heavy, and is recom- 
mended for lamps that are located 
where they might be knocked over 
by youngsters, or perhaps in a busy 
reception room of a doctor's office. 

Of interest to the home craftsman 
are some of the tools and methods 
that Mr. Gottl had to design for mak- 
ing the lamp columns. Cypress-knee 
lamps are not new; they can be pur- 
chased in many southern states. 
Lamp cords, however, come out of 
the columns at any convenient spot 
in the length of the irregularly- 
shaped knees, Mr. Gottl wanted the 
cord to come out of the bottom of 
the column and run through the base.

In the first operation on the knees 
after the bark has been boiled off and 
the ends cut square, a large-diameter 
hole is drilled up from the bottom. 
When the columns are shipped to 
Mr. Gottl from Florida, he uses a 
special, long drill bit, Fig. 4, he de- 
signed himself, to drill down through 
the top of the column to meet the 
hole drilled from the bottom. Another

step, Fig. 5, is to smooth and true 
the bottom of the column so that it 
will sit square on a base, Fig. 7, and 
the pipe projecting from the top will 
be absolutely vertical.

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Woven-Top Patio Table

Unusual design of this patio table is compatible with modern outdoor furniture, its "wrought-iron" legs 
closely match the frame of the "butterfly" chair in the background, making them appear to be a set. 



CORNERS OF THE FRAME of this patio 

table are mitered for neater appear- 
ance and to close the ends of the 
x 'A-in. rabbets that are sawed or 
routed on the insides of the upper 
edges of the 1x2 stock used. Dimen- 
sions of the table top can be varied 
to suit, the original measuring 2x4 
ft. Lengths of half-round, V* in. 
shorter than the length between the 
edges of the rabbets, now are spaced 
about Y4 in. apart and the ends are 
glued to the lower edges of the rab- 
bets. Leave a Vfe-in. space at each end 
of each half-round. Heavy hemp or 
manila twine next is "laced" along 
between the half-rounds and around 
the ends to provide the "woven" 
effect. Fish line then is wrapped 
around the twine, then around the 
half-rounds, to complete the woven 
appearance, and to keep the twine in 
place. The legs of the table consist 
of two lengths of V£-in. reinforcing 
steel, as used in concrete work. The 
legs are bent in a Z-shape, the two 
uprights on each leg being left extra 
long, so they can be cut exactly the 
same length to assure that the table 
will sit level. Holes are bored in the 
table frame to accept the ends of the 
legs. Wrap wire around the leg mem- 
bers where they intersect. Paint the 
completed table a flat black, a spray 
gun being best for this job. A A

THE MAST FOR Frolic is shaped from 
a 24-ft. length of fir 2x4, construc- 
tion-grade, select. While Sitka spruce 
is preferred for spar construction, it 
usually is difficult to obtain in most 
localities. Fir is somewhat heavier 
than spruce, but will do just as well 
if the piece has a straight, fine grain 
and no knots. The first step in shap- 
ing the mast is to outline and cut 
bevels lengthwise on the 2x4 stock 
as indicated in detail A, Fig. 4. This 
can be done (the cutting) with a 
portable circular saw. Note that the 
lVfe-in. bevels are cut on the side 
that is to become the after, straight 
side of the mast on which the mast 
track is mounted. To save a little 
work beveling, the taper should be 
cut first on the forward, upper 7 ft. 
of the mast. Fig. 4. 

The boom is sawed to the same 
bevel angles as the mast, so to save 
time, it is best to saw like bevels on 
each of the spars before changing 
the saw-blade angle for the other 
cuts. After the bevels are cut, fur- 
ther shaping is done with a wood 
rasp, during which the corners left 
by the beveling are rounded, as in 



detail A, Fig. 4. After this is done, 
your spar should have a cross section 
that is a tear-shape with slightly flat 
sides. This gives a good traditional 
appearance and reduces wind resist- 
ance. Note that the straight after 
edge of the mast does not have 
rounded corners. These may be 
rounded slightly when sanding the 
completely shaped mast to a smooth 
finish, but not before marking a 
centerline longitudinally where the 
sail track is to be fastened. Thirty 
feet of %-in. track are required for 
Frolic, 20 ft. for the mast and 10 ft. 
for the boom. Nylon track is recom- 
mended because it weighs only a 
fraction as much as brass track, 
does not tarnish and stain sails, 
slides will not jamb on it and it can 
be shipped easily rolled in a small 
coil. Since nylon track is relatively 
new on the market, it may be neces- 
sary to buy it from the manufacturer 
direct (75 cents per ft., Feather- 
weight Marine Hardware Co., 10 
Edgewood Ave., Glen Head, N. Y. 
Newly-patented nylon ties or clamps 
for fastening the slides to the sail, 
also are available from the same 
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company at 20 cents each). All the 
spars are given two coats of clear 
polyester (fiber glass) resin, which 
provides a tough, flexible, varnish- 
like finish. However, this should be 
postponed until you have had a 
chance to mount all fittings tempo- 



rarily that go on the spars (mast 
and boom), Fig. 19. Then, remove 
the fittings and apply the resin. 

First, cut the slot for the masthead 
sheave according to the dimensions 
given in detail B, Fig. 4. Be sure to 
allow enough clearance at the top of 



the slot to allow the halliard (V 4 -in. 
manila rope) to pass. The slot can 
be made by first drilling out most 
of the waste with a %-in. bit and 
working out the rest with a wood 
rasp. A faster way, if you have a 
portable saber or jig saw is to drill

a starting hole and then cut out the 
slot to an outline drawn on the mast. 

Next, cut the tangs to the various 
lengths required for the diamond, 
side and jib stays; drill them as 
necessary and bend them to follow 
the angles taken by the stays when 
installed. Note that the stays which 
are to be secured to the mast on the 
spreaders must be drilled %-in., all 
others Vt in. Cut the spreader arms 
to length, also the brass through- 
bolts required for the upper and lower 
spreaders. Locations for the holes to 
take the through-bolts are given in 
Fig. 4. The diamond stays are held 
in place on the spreader arms by 
means of Wj-in. holes drilled through 
the latter, V* in. from the ends, de- 
tail C, Fig. 4. 

The diamond stays are pulled tight 
by two pairs of turnbuckles bolted to 
the mast 3 in. from the lower end 
and at the lower spreader as shown. 
These are installed next, opening one 
eye on a turnbuckle, slipping it

a spreader arm, then through the 
hole in the tang at the end of the 
mast and pull the wire tight over the 
Wj-in. stainless-steel thimble that has 
been inserted in the tang hole pre- 
viously. Pull the wire tight and wrap 
a short strip of masking tape around 
it 6 in. from the tang hole. Cut the 
wire at the center of the tape so 
that severed wire strands do not un- 
ravel. Do the same for each suc- 
ceeding stay. An easy way to splice 
the stay ends to the thimbles and 
tangs is to use Nicopres fittings as 
shown in detail D, Fig. 4, using two 
such fittings for each splice. How-

ever a neater splice can be formed 
fairly easily as shown in Figs. 1 and 
2. This splice is known as a Flemish 
eye and is made by unlaying (un- 
twisting) about one-half of the strands 
(keeping them together) for a dis-

tance of 12 in. from the end of the 
wire. Then, a thimble is slipped on 
the tang (or turnbuckle eye as is the 
case in Fig. 1), a loop is formed with 
one-half of the wire strands, making 
it a size that will permit a snug fit

on the thimble, which is not slipped 
into the loop until the other half of 
the strands are rewoven around it.

half of the wire rope into it, going 
around the loop in the opposite direc- 
tion than you did when first forming 
it. The ends then are cut back to 
2 in. of the thimble and secured in 
place by wrapping them tight against 
the wire rope with fine copper wire 
as shown in Fig. 2. The copper-wire 
serving, or wrapping, may be sol- 
dered or wrapped with tape. One ad- 
vantage of the Flemish eye splice 
is that it can be undone easily if it 
should be necessary to shorten a 
stay after the boat is in use. The 
turnbuckles make it easy to apply 
proper tension on the stays and make 
adjustments as necessary. Diamond 
stays should be quite taut since the 
mast receives much of its strength 
and rigidity from them. The jib stay 
and side stays need not be as tight. 
The latter are installed as shown in 
detail D, Fig. 4. 

For skipper-builders of Frolic who 
plan to sail their craft on large bodies 
of water and those who want the 
versatility of a sailing auxiliary, a 
motor mount to take a small out- 
board motor is provided on the star- 
board crossbeam aft, as shown in 
Figs. 14 and 15. This is simply a 
6 x 6-in. cutout in the plywood deck 
centered 9Vfe in. from the starboard 
side of the main hull at the deck 
edge. The latter dimension permits 
the motor to swing to its turning 
radius and may vary according to 
the motor used. The dimensions 
given will accommodate the new 
Scott 7% HP motor. For other mo- 
tors it is a good idea to clamp the 
motor in place on the crossbeam be- 
fore the deck is on, and pivot it to 
left and right to make sure there is 
sufficient clearance between the mo- 
tor cowl and the main hull. About 
% in. clearance is adequate. 

While it is not necessary to fiber- 
glass Frolic, a good fiber-glass job 
(cloth and resin applied to the bot- 
toms of the main hull and floats up 
to 2 in. above the chines) will reduce 
maintenance and prolong the life of 
the boat, especially if the boat is left

at its moorings for much of the boat- 
ing season. Polyester resin and 
medium-weight boat cloth from Tay- 
lor and Art Plastics were used on 
the boat built for workbench. For 
best results, it is important to pro- 
vide roughly-sanded surfaces that 
are free of oily compounds, and to 
apply the materials strictly accord- 
ing to the manufacturer's instruc- 
tions. Since working time of cata- 
lyzed resin is quite short, Vfe to 1 hr., 
you must have everything ready be- 
fore mixing the hardener with the 
resin. Cut the fiber glass cloth to fit 
the shape of the hull, allowing a 3-in. 
overlap for all pieces to be applied, 
and numbering the pieces according 
to their locations on the boat. Then, 
set them aside temporarily. All holes, 
nicks and countersunk nailheads 
must be filled and sanded flush be- 
fore applying resin. Never use an 
oil-base putty for this. Instead, use 
a fiber-glass compound such as Ta- 
pox Flex Bond. Fig. 3. or its equiva- 
lent. Duratite surfacing putty also 
may be used. 

The first step in actually applying 
the fiber glass is to roll or brush 
on a coat of activated resin, giving 
end grain and other unusually porous

surfaces extra amounts of resin. 
When the resin is tacky, roll the 
cloth on it exactly where it is to go. 
Then, smooth the cloth tight against 
the hull, Fig. 17, working out bub- 
bles and adding resin where it is 
needed. Cloth Jhat is not tight against 
the planking, or that has insufficient 
resin, will appear white. Properly

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coaled cloth will appear transparent. 
Succeeding coats of resin usually are 
applied on a tacky, previous coat, 
best results being obtained if you 
don't wait until the resin cures before 
following with a second coat. Two 
coats of resin should be sufficient, 
although the hull bottoms and other 
areas that receive hard use should be 
given three coats. Color may be ap- 
plied by mixing pigment of the de- 
sired color in the last resin coat, or 
the boat may be painted with marine 
paint. One of the new epoxy-base 
paints, Copon, a product of Taylor 
and Arts Plastics Co., was used on 
our boat. Fig 18. Fiber-glass cloth 
and resins for boat work also can 
be obtained from the Castolite Co. 
Because epoxy-base paints require 
adequate ventilation, most of this 
work on our model was done after 
it was taken out of the basement and 
set up in a garage. 

Sails for the Frolic consist of a 
mainsail and a jib, with a total area 
of 140 sq. ft. Although sail making is 
not a difficult job for the average 



amateur with access to a sewing ma- 
chine equipped with a zig-zag stitch 
and zipper-foot attachment, do not 
expect a perfect suit of sails if this 
is your first attempt. The problems 
are getting fullness in a sail where 
it is needed and allowing the right 
amount of material along the curved 
edges so as to produce the correct 
shape when the sail is used the first 
few times, during which the sail 
cloth will stretch somewhat. How- 
ever, if you lay out the lines of each 
sail on a flat surface according to 
the dimensions given in Figs. 9 and 
16, and cut and sew the cloth accu- 
rately, a serviceable suit of sails will 
be produced for about one fourth the 
cost of ready-made sails.

you need to make a suit of sails, 
except thread and a sewing machine. 
Number 30 cotton thread is recom- 
mended for all seams, but No. 24 
may be substituted. 

The first step in making your sails 
is to draw an outline of each one full 
size. The basement floor, scrubbed 
clean so as not to soil the cloth, was 
found by the author to be ideal for 
this purpose, Fig. 5. Note that each 
piece of cloth is given a number ac- 
cording to the sequence followed 
when sewing them together. The 
dotted line running through the cen- 
ter of each numbered section repre- 
sents a false seam. Fig. 16. The cloth 
provided in the sail kit is 37 in. wide, 
so that when false seams and lap 
seams are sewn, there is a seam 
throughout the sail every 18 in. The 
reason for false seams is to reduce 
stretching of the sail. You make this 
seam by folding the cutout piece of 
cloth lengthwise so that the selvage 
(finished) edge at one side touches 
the colored line next to the other 
side. Crease the cloth at the fold with 
a steam iron, then turn the cloth over 
and flatten it out. Next, mark off 
and draw a line 1 in. from the crease 
on the side facing the line to which 
you touched the selvage edge before, 
pick up the cloth by the crease and 
fold it again so that the crease line 
touches the pencil line you just made. 
Iron this crease too and after each 
of the folded edges is zig-zag stitched, 
you will have a false seam Vz in. 
wide in the exact center of the cloth. 
All succeeding cloths are given a 
false seam in the same manner. Ad- 
joining cloths are overlapped, colored 
line to selvage edge, and zig-zag 
stitched along each edge. Cloths 1 
through 6 are sewn together first, 
7 and 8 next, after which the two 
sections are joined together. Note 
that the lap seam formed by cloths 
1 and 7 forms a line that bisects the 
sail at the tack corner and forms a 
90-deg. angle with the straight guide 
line along the leech. After all the 
cloths are sewn together they are 
laid flat on the floor on top of the 
chalked outline of the sail and a 
pencil line is drawn along the edges 
of the sail to correspond exactly with 
chalk lines on the floor. The cloths 
then are cut to this outline. Fig. 6. 
The sail now is ready for hemming, 
although the three central seams 
should be let out somewhat first to 
prevent a tight, inward-curling leech. 
This is done lay ripping out a few 
inches of these seams at the leech 
edge and repositioning the overlap 
so that it tapers to about % in. at 
the outside edge. 

Next, turn over a %-in. hem around 
the entire sail and iron it down. 
Along the leech, turn the cloth again 
and zig-zag stitch it along each edge 
of the hem. Figs. 7 and 9. However, 
do not sew this hem within 18 in. of 
each corner, as you must first sew 



the reinforcing patches in each cor- 
ner. Fig. 10 and Fig. 16. Next, make 
a series of marks on the sail 2 in. 
from the edge along the luff and foot, 
and draw a line connecting them. 
The edge of the sail then is folded 
over to this line and ironed. This 
line must be on the proper side of 
the sail, so that when the edge is 
folded over to it, the previously 
ironed %-in. hem will be underneath. 
This %-in. hem now is sewn down to 
the sail, making a pocket 1 in. wide 
in which the luff and foot bolt ropes 
are enclosed. This is done after the 
corner-reinforcing patches are sewn 
on, which is the next step. Here 
again, the seam along the luff and 
foot are sewn only to within 18 in. 
of the corners, to be sewn later when 
the patches are on. 

The bolt rope is threaded through 
the luff and foot hems, starting at 
the tack and working one end of the 
rope toward the head, the other to 
the clew. Allow about 12 in. of the 
rope to project from the clew and 
head corners, to be whipped to the 
leech corners later. Then sew the 
bolt rope in place, using a zipper- 
foot attachment to get the straight 
stitches snugly against the rope, 
Figs. 9 and 11. 

Next, insert a grommet at the tack. 
This can be done with a ball peen 
hammer and some means of spread- 
ing the neck of the inside of the 
tubular part of the grommet before 
using the ball of the hammer. The 
grommet should be located as close 
as possible to the bolt rope at the 
turn of the tack. Then make a seiz- 
ing around the bolt rope about 1 in. 
on either side of the grommet. Tie a 
line to the grommet, attach it firmly 
to an immovable object and pull 
hard at the end of the bolt rope 
which projects from the head of the 
sail. Measure 19 ft. 6 in. from the 
tack grommet along the rope, and 
at this point seize the rope to the top 
of the aluminum headboard, which 
should have been sewn to the sail 
previously as in Fig. 9. The balance 
of the rope is pulled over the head- 
board, seized securely to it and led 
down the leech of the sail for 6 in., 
seized and the balance cut off. The 
sail cloth now probably will be longer 
than the bolt rope along the luff, 
but it is seized to the bolt rope every 
several feet, with the excess cloth 
left between seizings, most of it in 
the lower one-third of the sail where 
most fullness is desired. The bolt 
rope in the foot of the sail then is 
stretched and seized in the same 
manner from a point 9 ft. 9 in., with 
about 18 in. of rope left hanging 
from the clew to be used as an out- 
haul rope for the sail. A grommet 
now is placed in the clew, at the 
point farthest aft in the foot of the 
sail as indicated. 

Next the batten pockets are cut to 
the dimensions given in Fig. 9 and 
sewn to the sail midway between 
false and lap seams on cloths 1, 2 
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and 4 as shown. The dimensions al- 
low for a turned-under edge V* in. 
wide. As with the reinforcement 
patches, try to use material that has 
the weave running in the same direc- 
tion as that of the cloth of the sail. 
Note that the lower half of the batten 
pocket is sewed shut, which makes 
tie-in lines unnecessary. The batten 
is inserted through the open part of 
the jog. The final step is attaching 
the sail slides. These may be sewn 
to the sail with marline, or attached 
with the patented nylon clamps as 
shown in Figs. 12 and 13. Note that 
in the latter case a No. 1 grommet 
first is attached to the sail next to 
the bolt rope to prevent the clamp 
from tearing the sail cloth. The slides 
are attached at every seam along 
the luff and at 12-in. intervals along 
the foot of the sail. 

The jib is made in the same man- 
ner as the main sail, except for the 
miter seam that bisects the clew. 
The upper portion (cloths 1, 2, 3 and 
4) and lower portion are sewn to- 
gether separately, leaving about 1 
in. excess material along the miter 
edges for making an overlap seam 
when joining the two sections. The 
bolt rope is in the luff only, leading 
around the tack grommet and being 
cut off a few inches behind it along 
the foot. Reinforcing pieces are sewn 
to each corner, the same as with the 
mainsail. The top of the bolt rope is 
made into an eye with a thimble be- 
fore inserting the other end of the 
rope in the luff and working it 
through the pocket to the tack. Since 
the jib is mounted on a club, a lace 
line must be used in the lower por- 
tion of the sail instead of jib snaps. 
This is to let the club lie on deck 
when the sail is lowered. Sew three 
pairs of '^-in. rings about H in. apart 
horizontally in the jib luff where you 
normally would sew jib snaps. Posi- 
tions of the rings are indicated by 
the letters X, Y and Z, Fig. 16. The 
'/i-in. lace line then is tied to the 
jib snap which is at the next seam 
above, then led downward through 
the rings as shown and secured to the 
jib-stay cleat. This covers sail mak- 
ing for Frolic in one easy lesson. It 
is impossible to cover any but the 
more important points on sail mak- 
ing in a few paragraphs, therefore 
it would be wise to obtain a book on 
sailmaking for supplementary infor- 
mation, such as "Sailmaking Sim- 
plified." by Alan Gray, Rudder 
Publishing Co. A A

Research Editor: 

I need to apply a weed killer to my 
lawn but I'm afraid of damaging my 
shrubs and flower beds. The weed 
killer I want to use is in the form of 
a dust, or perhaps it is better de- 
scribed as a very fine granulated 
mixture, and I need to apply it with a 
spreader which I will rent from my 
hardware dealer. But no one seems 
to be able to advise me how to pro- 
tect the flower beds and shrubs. Is 
there an effective way to do it? — 
A.Y.. Nebr. 




Dear Mr. A.Y.: 

If you read carefully the instructions 
lor application which come with the ma- 
terial you will probably be told lo 
apply it only when there is no wind to 
carry the drift onto other plants. This 
is good advice and if followed you are 
not likely to have any damage result. 
There are mornings and late evenings 
when there is almost literally no air 
stirring and this is the time to do the 
job. In order to be most effective most 
herbicides, or weed killers, should be 
applied when the foliage and leaves are 
damp and thus the mornings and eve- 
nings when there is no wind are ideal 
times. Don't apply just before a storm 
as the rain washes the material from 
the individual leaves and thus renders

it more or less ineffective. If you wish 
you might take the additional precau- 
tion against any possible drift by cov- 
ering beds of flowers with light plastic 
sheet. The small, low-growing shrubs 
can be protected in the same way. Of 
course, it's important to see that the 
sheets cover the foliage entirely and it's 
a good idea to weight the edges of the 
sheets to hold them in place. 

Research Dept.: 

I have several home-shop machines 
with cast-iron worktables and I'm 
having trouble keeping these tables 
from rusting during the summer 
months. I have to use a coating of 
oil or grease which I don't like, as I 
have to spend a lot of time cleaning 
off the oil and grease before I can 
use the tools. Then when I'm through 
work — often only a few hours in the 
evening — I have to go through the oil- 
coating job again. Isn't there some 
other way of preventing these tables 
from rusting?— E.N. , Fla. 

Dear Mr. E.N. : 

Yes, use paste wax. It's nol positive 
proof against rusting under all condi- 
tions, but it does prevent rust from 
forming at an average humidity level. In 
fact, a coating of wax on the metal ac- 
complishes two things — protects against 
rust and makes the work slide much 
easier. It also makes the tables easier 
to clean off after use as the fine wood 
dust from a saw does not "stick" to a 
waxed surface. You have to renew the 
wax coating occasionally but this takes 
only a few minutes. To prepare the 
tables surfaces for waxing first do a 
thorough job of cleaning with a solvent, 
preferably a non-flammable solvent such 
as carbon tetrachloride. (WARNING: 
If you use carbon tet provide ample 
ventilation to carry away fumes which 
may become dangerously toxic if per- 
mitted to concentrate in a closed room.) 
After cleaning the surfaces to remove 
all traces of oil or grease, apply a paste 
wax to the surface, allow to dry and 
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polish just as you would the wax coaling 
on furniture or your car. A couple of 
coats rubbed to a fairly high polish 
make a durable protective surface. 




Dear Research Editor: 

You may think it unusual to be in- 
quiring at this time of the year about 
what to do to prevent ice from form- 
ing on my low-pitched roof but I want 
to know what to do about it before 
winter comes again. The ice forms 
along the eaves above the wide cor- 
nice, or soffit, and builds up to the 
point where it forms a dam for water 
running down from the ridge as the 
snow melts. Some of this water ap- 
parently seeps back under the shin- 
gles into the attic. The water has 
damaged the plaster in two rooms 
on the north side of the house.— 
S.M., Minn. 

Dear Mr. S.M.: 

This often happens on the low-pitched 
roofs of homes recently built in the 
colder climates. It is caused, of course, 
mostly by heat loss through the attic 
and roof, the heat being sufficient to 
melt the snow accumulation below the 
ridge and above the plate. Water runs 
down on the snow which remains on 
the wide overhang simply because this 
area is much colder than that warmed 
by the heat from the attic. Here it 
freezes and forms a dam high enough 
to retain considerable water. This of 
course, seeps back under the shingles 
and into the attic as you have described. 
As a remedy many homeowners scrape 
snow from the roof immediately after a 
heavy snowfall and thus prevent the 
dam from forming. Naturally, this is a 
rather tedious and disagreeable job. 
One preventive step is to add to the 
insulation blanket in the attic floor and 
increase the louver area in the gable 
ends. In a low attic the free louver 
area, that is. the area exclusive of the 
louver boards, or slats, should be at 
least J sq. ft. for each 100 sq. ft. of 
attic floor space. Some attics require a 
greater louver area for adequate ventila- 
tion. Another remedial measure, said to 
be quite effective, is use of electrical 
cables to melt the snow accumulation 
on the overhangs. This cable is espe- 
cially designed for the purpose and is 
attached to the roof immediately over 
the cornice in a zigzag line which per- 



mits the heat from the cable to affect 
the entire area involved. The installa- 
tion is controlled by a switch conven- 
iently located either inside or outside 
the house. Current consumption is rela- 
tively low and it is only necessary to 
operate the installation during the time 
the ice dam is likely to form. 

Research Editor: 

I'd like to have you list for me a 
selection of hand tools that can be 
used for home repairs and for such 
craftwork that can be done with hand 
tools. I'd like a fairly complete list- 
ing, so that I can begin with a repre- 
sentative set of tools, as many as 25 
or 30 items. I wish to purchase these 
at one time, rather than buy one 
unit at a time. — C.E., Tenn. 

Dear Mr. C.E.: 

A selection of hand tools is never 
really complete, in the sense that you 
always have a tool at hand for any 
possible use that may turn up. You will 
aluays run into situations where you 
have to make a chisel, screwdriver, brace 
or plier do double duty. And, it pays 
well to buy the best quality tools, even 
though thi' initial cost may be much 
higher than for the same items of lower 
quality. Following is a listing of hand 
tools that we would consider best for 
all-around use in the home: 
I Crosscut saw ( 12 points to the inch) 
I Rip saw

J Hacksaw 

I Coping saw

It will be noted that this list by no 
means includes all hand tools available, 
and also that some substitutions could 
be made if desired or if the tools are 
needed immediately. For example, you 
may not need a tack hammer, but you 
might have immediate use for a small 
bench vise of the type that attaches to 
the bench top with a clamp screw. Or 
you might have need of a small miter 
box of the type having a metal saw 
guide and a wood frame, and at the 
same time have little use for a level.

Research Dept.: 

I have an old home and it's time 
to repaint all over — siding, sashes 
and all the rest. My problem is the 
window sashes, they are in rather 
bad condition. They are six-light 
sashes mostly and the wood is weath- 
ered and the putty loosened and fal- 
len out in nearly every one. The 
frames are rather loose and shaky 
but don't seem to be rotted at the 
joints. What to do about them? 
Should I replace them with new or 
attempt to repair and repaint them? 
— P.L., Calif. 

Dear PL.: 

You do not say how many are in- 
volved so it is rather hard to say with 
certainty, as the labor and lime involved 
in repairing the sashes is a point to be 
considered. Assuming that you decide 
that they are worth repairing and re- 
painting, then perhaps it is best to first 
remove the sashes one by one from the 
window frames and give each one a 
thorough going over. If the sashes are 
old then they will be fitted with counter- 
balancing weights. To remove the lower 
sash you first remove the stop on the 
inside. It'll be fastened in place either 
with nails or screws. If the stops are 
fastened with nails use care in prying 
them loose as otherwise they may split. 
Only one need be removed. Then lift 
the lower sash to clear the stool ( often 
erroneously referred to as the sill) pull 
one side toward you so that you can 

remove the weight cord which is housed 
in a stopped groove in the edge of the 
stile. Remove both cords, of course, to 
free the sash. Then remove the upper 
sash by first pulling it down about half 
way. Pry out the rectangular stop on 
the same side of the frame as the one 
you removed first. Then pull the sash 
toward you in the same way as before 
so that you can remove the weight cord. 
Now lay each sash on sawhorses and 
remove all the loose putty. Don't remove 



that which is solidly bonded to both 
the glass and wood. Check the joints of 
the stiles and rails (the stiles are the 
vertical side members and the rails are 
the upper and lower cross members) for 
looseness. If any joints are loose, drive 
out the hardwood pins and replace. 
Older sashes had the joints pinned with 
small hardwood pins: later sash are 
joined with metal pins. Waterproof- 
gluing the joint will add strength. Then 
sand thoroughly and paint the sash all 
over with a prime coat, taking care to 
cover all those areas where putty was 
removed. When dry. put in glazier's 
points where needed to hold the glass 
in position. Where putty has been en- 
tirely removed from the glass panes it's 
important to rebed the glass in putty. 
This is done by removing the pane, 
scraping away all the old putty bedding, 
and priming the wood. When dry. run 
a thin line of putty in the rabbet cor- 
ners all around the opening. Then re- 
place the glass pane, pressing it down 
into the bedding putty and fastening 
it in place with glazier's points. Now 
finish up the job by applying putty to 
all joints where it was removed. Finish 
smooth with the putty knife. Allow the 
putty to set for a week before applying 
finishing coals of paint. During this 
time the sash can be replaced, of course, 
as the putty will dry very well with 
the sashes in place. Take each window 
in turn and give it the same treatment.

1. Planled with succulents, this concrete stump 
looks like the real thing. Earth around it has 
been shaped to add to realistic appearance. 




2. First step is to shape chicken wire around

around it, forcing it into the wire. 



this unique tree stump is built 
around a core made by wrapping 
chicken wire around a 2',2-gal. card- 
board ice-cream container. A sheet 
of heavy paper is placed on a flat 
surface and about 2 in. of concrete is 
spread on it. The mix is 3 parts sand. 
1 part Portland cement and enough 
water to make a stiff mix. A hole is 
punched in the bottom of the ice- 
cream container for a 3-in. length of 
1-in. dowel that forms a drain hole. 
The container is placed on the con- 
crete and more concrete is troweled 
around it, Figs. 2 and 3. After 12 
hours, the concrete is wet thoroughly 
and more concrete is troweled on to 
simulate bark. Cream-color paint is 
applied on the "fresh-sawed" upper 
edge, then a mixture of gray and 
brown is applied to the rest of the 
stump. Fig. 4. While this is still wet, 
white paint is blended in streaks to 
highlight the "bark." Set the stump 
where desired, then work the earth 
around it to provide a "once-grew- 
here" appearance. Fig. 1. A A 




3. Trowel next is used to shape and form con- 
crete to simulate rough appearance of genuine 
tree stump that still has bork. 



4. After concrete has set, container is removed. 
Paint then is applied to further simulate real 
tree stump by giving it natural colors.

Enlarger-Easel Aid 

Two strips of wood, a slight angle 
cut on the facing edges, are used by 
one photo enthusiast to quickly flat- 
ten paper on an enlarger easel.
